in substance is.as follows: 
.Prisoner

three years, and much of the mystery 
that surrounded his case

gua, through her minister here, Mr. 
Espinoza,- 
protested 
to 
Secretary 


Knox that the 
military 
and 
naval 


activity now in progress in that coun- 
try is entirely for defensive purposes; 
that she does not contemplate any at- 
tacks on her sister republics, and that 
conditions are quiet within her bor- 
ders . 


Notwithstanding the minister's as- 


sertion of Nicaragua's peaceful inten- 
tions toward her neighbors, the ad- 
ministration has decided to augment 
the naval force ia Central 
American 


waters to a total oE six vessels. Be- 
sides the. Yorktown, now en route for 
Amapala, 
Honduras, 
the 
armored 


cruisers Maryland 
and 
Washington 


are to remain on the v/est coast. 


The most 
significant 
news 
that 


reached the state department Mon- 
day .was that about 6000 Nicaraguan 
troops are near the Honduran front- 
ier, the chief scene of activity being 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
Corinto, 


where also are concentrated four gun- 
boats and other auxiliary craft. 


Another feature distasteful to the 


etate department Is the manner in 
which John H. Gregory, the secre- 
tary of legation at Managua, who has 
been ordered to Washington, is beins 
treated. 
From the dispatches it is 


gathered that the Nicaraguans are do- 
ing nothing to 
make his 
position 


agreeable. 
On the contrary, 
there 


are evidences of hostility to him. and 
it is understood here that some of his 
dispatches have not reached him as 
promptly as they should. 


The whole situation is inexplicable 


and irritating 
to the 
department, 


which is not disposed to act hastily 
and is seeking the views of the vari- 
ous capitals 
in 
Central 
America 


through its representatives in those 
places, whom it has acquainted fully 
with every step that has been taken. 


Respecting the Emery claim, it ia 


pointed out that the contention of the 
American government contemplates a 
decision by arbitration of the whole 
case, with a provision for the deter- 
mination of whatever damages the 
company 
may have 
suffered, 
as 


against the position 
of 
Nicaragua, 


which has adhered to the proposal to 
arbitrate simply the 
question 
of 


whether an error had been made in 
rescinding1 the concession. 
It is be- 


lieved that Nicaragua Tjjill yield to the 
American view of the case. 
The de- 


partment will not object to any com- 
promise that may be reached out of 
court. 


An impression exists that the de- 


partment may find it desirable to dis- 
patch 
a- commissioner 
to 
Central 


America to make a" complete investi- 
gation of the situation and to en- 
deavor to bring about an understand- 
ing between the conflicting elements 
with a view to putting to an end, if 
possible, the. danger of future Com- 
plications.

to Dumb Animals 


Boston, March 16.—George T. Angel 1 


the venerable founder of the Massa- 
chusetts Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, died this morn- 
ing. 


Mr. Angel! was born in Soutlibvidge. 


\Vorcesler County, June 5, 1S2S. 
He 


graduated at Dartmouth College in 
1S-U! and later was admitted to the 
Massachusetts bar and began practice 
in Boston. 


In 18GS Mr. Angell formally began 


his life work of protecting animals. In 
that year he formed the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, being elected its first pres- 
ident, and devoting the rest of his life 
to its work. 


Always outspoken in his 
declara- 


tions, lie incurred the displeasure of 
the school authorities of Washington 
in IflCy when he attacked 
the 
then 


President Theodore Roosevelt for kill- 
ing a bear.

"\ViIkes-Carre, March 1C—Many argu- 


ments of why there should not be a 
strike o the anthracite mine workers 
are being heard from the conservative 
men among them since the operators 
refused to grant their demands. 


More are now being made 
since 


they have seen the officials who have 
returned from the conference and who 
have quite lost 
the hopeful 
bearing; 


with which they went to face the oper- 
ators, and the indications are that by 
the time of the convention is called in 
Scranton on March 23 there will be a 
strong peace party. 


Whether this will be strong enough 


to overcome the radical element which 
is already talking strike is not certain. 
Some of the leaders want a strike, and 
others, while advocating a strike at a 
more opportune time, say they 
will 


vigorously oppose one now wttjn all 
conditions are in the operators' favor. 
These men believe in striking in 
the 


fall'or winter and making their fight- 
for recognition of their union. 
While it is expected that the men will 
be guided largely

their leaders and will vote for a strike 
if the majority of the leaders advocate 
one, the peace party has a strong anrii- 
ment and is steadily gaining converts.

Once $3,000 was Quoted as the Value 


of a Rare Specimen. 


There are many butterflies whose 


value to collectors is very great, but 
although $3.000 has been quoted as 
the value of a specimen, this Is an ex- 
aggerated price. 


Sj;ne years ago Ihe female of a cer- 


tain variety was much sought after by 
collectors, and only one or two speci- 
mens had been obtained. A clever fel- 
lo'.v centred all his efforts upon ob- 
taining a large supply of this particu- 
lar insect. 
Unfortunately, he lulled 


his own market by putting them all 
up for sale at once. u,nd instead of 
realising a large figure for each speci- 
men he only sold a fe'w. 


There are specimens at our own 


Natural History Museum to-day which 
are 
of considerable value, and one 


which has the largest expanse of wins 
of any known 
butterfly 
was 
once 


pointed out by a collector who had 
obtained it as being worth $l,iJOO. A 
contrast to this huge insect is a tiny 
specimen from Coylon which meas- 
ures about half an inch across. 


The value of an insect varies In 


proportion to the amount of mo:ipy 
spent in gettin- it, and when some 
rich collector has had to equip and 
send out a complete expedition in or- 
der to obtain n specimen or two of 
one particular butterfly, one ean un- 
derstand him pricing such specimens 
according to the cost of the expedi- 
tion, and it is in this way that, so 
many fancy values arc heard of. Any- 
thing up to $l"jO a pair, however, is 
not an uncommon price.
